The meeting was called to order with Mayor Miller presiding.
Roll call:

Attorney; Reuben Rountree, Jr., Director of Public Works.

Invacation was delivered by REV. JOHN WM. LANCASTER, First Southern
Presbyterisn Church, 200 East 8th Street.

Councilman White moved that the Minutes of the Meeting of October 30,
1958, be approved. The motion, seconded by Councllman Long, carried by the
following vote:

Present but not voting: Coumellman Pearson (as he was absent on the 30th)

TR, P. C. FRICE spokesman for members of the Executive Committee of
Seton Hospital, representing the medical staff, stated the one~way pattern in
the Hospital area, especlally on Nueces Street, ilnterferred with the emergency
vehicles comtng into the hospital, particular those coming from the west and
south; and he stated the hospital was being penslized from s standpoint of
friends of patients' coming into the parking ares,feond it difficult to get
into the area. DR. WALTER MOORE'S concern was the inability of the ambulances
and physicians and private emergency cases to get to the hospital emergency
entrance. He suggesbed that Nueces from 26th south stay one way south; but
from 26th north to Guadslupe that it be made two-way. DR. RUBERT SNYDER and
DR. CHARLES PELPHREY were present also. The Traffic Engineer explained the
one-way plan, and set out the hazards if any part of the section were altered.
The Assistant Chief of Police told the procedure followed with emergency
vehicles designated as such. The Mayor suggested a possible solution by the
Hogpitel's putting in another drive to the emergency entrance from Rio Grende,
or making an approach from 26th Street. He believed the Hospital, with any
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help from the city on engineering, would be willing to put in the drive from
Rio Grande, and that the Police could inform the ambulance drivers regarding
these turns, and that the trouvdble could be all worked out. He stated he would
contact the Hospital and suggest this drive to the Sister in charge.

Crockett and Mr. Walter Moore, asked that more study be given to the proposi-
tion. MR. ROBERT SNEED representing MR. NASH, stated their property was a
unique problem, and asked that the height and area remain the same, and that
the owners would record a restriction prohibiting the erection of any stmmcture
ovey 35'. JUDGE JAMES HART, representing Maufrais Brothers, suggested that an
ordinance be passed controlling the installation of signs in the area rather
than the height and ares. MR. KAY MILIER, representing Mr. Harry Akin, stated
if the height and area were changed it might effect a freeze on dbuilding. MR.
DAVID BARROW, Planning Commission, spoke on the recommendstion. MR. HARRY AKIN
spoke against the recommendstion.

WHEREAS, M. Z. Collins is the Contractor for the erection of the building
located at 611-619 Iavaca Street and desires a portion of the sidewalk and street
space abutting on the east 43 feet of Lot 10 andgll of Lots 11 and 12, Block T1,
of the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the erection of the
< puilding, such space %0 be mBed in the work and for the storage of materials
therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. 'THAT space for the uses hereinsbove enumersted be granted to said
M. Z. Collins, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the southwest corner of the above described property;
thence in s westerly direction and st right angles to the center
line of Lavaca Street to a point 12 feet west of the east curb line;
thence in a northerly dirvection and paraliel with the center line
of Lavaca Street 128 feet to a poinbt; thence in an easterly direc-
tion and at right angles to the center line of lavaca Street to
the northwest corner of the above described property; thence in

a northerly direction and st right angles to the center line of
West Seventh Street to a point 12 feet north of the south curb
line; thence in an easterly direction and parallel with the center
line of West Seventh Street approximalely 135 feet to a point;
thence in a southerly direction and at right angles to the center
lime of West Seventh Street to the Northeast corner of the above
deseribed property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said M. Z. Collins, hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon the following express
terms and conditions:

(1) That the Contractor shall comstruct a U-foot welkway within ghe outer
houndaries of the ahove described working space, such walkway to he protected
on each side by a guard rail at least 4 feet high and substantislly braced
and anchored, sund without wood strips or obstructions of any kind along the
pavement withdén the walkway, and at any time in the opinion of the City officlals
it becomes necessary for any reason to install a board floor within the walkway,
the Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector immediately place
such a wood floor and substantially support same to prevent sagging wunder load.

{2) That the Comtractor is permitted to comstruct in his working space a
substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use, and
at all times tThat such gabte is open, the Contractor shall maintsin a person at
this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks. This gate is
not to open out so as to impede vhhicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working space.
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(4) That "NO BARKING" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades.

(5) That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporsry work office
within such allotted working space provided such work office is not within 25
feet of any corner street intersection.

(6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
othe r public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7) That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any dsmage done
due to obstruction of any such storm water.

(8) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any walk-
way, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness and
provide lighting systems for all tunnels.

(9) That the Contractor shall remove &ll fences, barricades, loose
materials snd other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immedistely after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than March 1, 1959.

(10) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to reguire the ereetion or installation of
additional barriers or safeguerds if the conditions demend it.

(11) That the uge and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in meking such grant
regerves the right to enter and occupy any part or gll of said space sny time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) That aeny public utility, or public or private property disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for said building projects, whether done by the
Contractor, City Forces, or public utilitles, shsll be replaced or repaired
at the Contractors expense. ’

(13) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) which shall protect, indemnify
and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or demsges to any person
or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of Austin
and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all other
public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the construc-
tion work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway and other
safeguards during the occupancy of the space.
